DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-61, and 72-87, drawn to a system for mutually authenticating direct 
links between network devices, classified in class 713, subclass 201, subject 
matter further including means or steps for providing system security at network 
level. 

II. Claims 62-71 and 88-89, drawn to a method for mutually authenticating direct 
links between network devices including a distributed time service, classified in 
class 713, subclass 169, subject matter wherein both a transmission and reception 
entity are determined to be genuine by each other. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not require distribution of a MAC list to all nodes in the 
network, distributing a DCC list to all nodes in the network, or a three pass authentication 
scheme. The subcombination has separate utility such as mutual authentication between ports of 
devices in a network. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Louis Brucculeri on 7/6/2005 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. The examiner left 
a voice mail requesting a return call. Mr. Brucculeri returned the call and requested a written 
restriction requirement be mailed.
